In another column to-day we republish 
fiom the London Daily News a sensational 
article entitled * A Plague Volcano,” 
written by Surgeon-General G. J. H. Evarr, 
who in the years 1896-1898 was Principal 
Medical Officer to the, British troops iu 
Hongkong and China, We do not quote 
- this article because we wish to endorse the 
statements made therein, for -we can but 
consider many of them most mischievous 
and harmful—of such anature, in fact, that 
they should never have been published in 9 
journal likely to have influence in a.wide 
_eircle of people, Tt is true that the Daily 
News is now & notoriously violent and 
undiscriminating partisan of a*certain class 
ef “Liberal” ideas, and that, among its 


heroes is Sir Wittiam Harcourts, the author 
of the comparison of the proposed Chinese 
immigration to South Africa with the 
Middle Passage of slavery days. We should 
‘got expect, therefore, to “find a judicious 
statement of facts on any debatable question 
in the columns of the Daily News: - But for 
such n masa of exaggerations, such an out- 
burat of “yellow” journalism, we were not 
prepared. Now we do not deny—it would 
be foolish to do so—that Hongkong is an 
overcrowded and insanitary city, that in the 
summer months its climate is enervating, 
and that. plague has had for some years a 
strong hold upon it, though this year ther’ 


have been up to the present only a few 
sporadic cases, several of them demonstrably 
imported. But this is different from say- 
ing, a8 .Dr. Lvarr does, that human 
imayination fails to-conceive the overerowd- 
ing and the filth of the conditions under 
which the Chinese workers dwell” ; tbat 
there is nothing “ to compare for downright 
degradition of life equal to that to which 
the splendid Chinese workman is exposed ” 


1 in Hongkong; that’ for. eight smouths in the 


year “a most exhausting damp heat pre 
vals"; thal. this, Colony is “a plague 
volcano, ever belching forth the flames and 
the Cumes” of plague; or, in short, that 
Hongkong is an Hell” Such statements 
are aimply untrue. We have certainly 
never posed as defundars of loci sanitary 
armiungements 5 in fact, we have always been 
foremost in condemning the many faults, 
and oave boriie apart in the agitation which 
finally led to the Public Health and Building 
Ordinance now in operation. We cannot-be 
aceused therefore of attempting to whitewash 
the anthoritios of this Colony or to minimise 
the sins of those who allowed the city of 
Victoria to grow up as it has grown, in 
detiance of the Jaws of health. Wo must, 
however, most emphatically protest against 
the dissemination of what, if written by 
anyone but au bouourable man, could only 
le called deliberate. misstatements, We 
have only mentioned above & few of the 
absurd exuggerations in Dr, Evart's indict- 
ment.. We might go through the article 
and point out many others equally gross, 
Bat i, is not. The 
articlo bears on it plainly thé stamp of 
Ita headlines alone would 


were it worth while, 


scaremongery. 
be enough to show that. Designed as an 
argument, aginst the importation of 
Chinese labour to South Africa, it is doubt- 
But is it an honest, argu. 
ment? We muy be prepared to agree that 


les effective. 


it jen mistake to take Chinese labour, to 
South Africa ; but this would not jastify us 
in painting an absolutely unreal picturé of 
Hongkong, “ the depot of plague supply.” 
Dr. Evatrr appears to us to bave lent him- 
self to an unworthy attompt to prejudice a 
case, Therefore, although no one is more 


‘earnest than we are in the cause of sanitary 


reform in Hongkong, which now we believe 
is boing sorlously if tardily undertaken, and 
though we have opposed the importation of 
Chinese covlies in South Africa ifany other 
‘expedient can be found, we nevertheless 
must repadiate Dr. Evars's harmful and 
unjust libel ou this Colony, which in health 
statistics ranks high in the East.
